A REAL THRILLER. 
Sir Basil Thomson, famous English crim­ 
inologist, who is sometimes known as the 
•‘Sherlock Holmes of Scotland Yard” is lec­ 
turing in this country. 
Judging from re­ 
ports of what he has to say the American 
public is more likely to get its money’s 
worth from him than from many of the 
other British celebrities who have been in­ 
vading the United States in such numbers. 
Sir Basil began his tour with a real thriller 
about Rasputin, the mysterious Russian 
monk, who was such a power in Russia dur­ 
ing the last days of the empire. 
He got the facts, Sir Basil said, straight 
from the chief actor in the drama, Prince 
Youssapov. 
The prince had decided that 
Rasputin must be done away with because 
he was advising the Czar to withdraw from 
the war at the New Year. 
So Youssapov 
invited the monk to come and have tea with 
him. Eluding the detectives who watched 
him, Rasputin drove with Youssapov to the 
iatter’s palace and was conducted to a din­ 
ing room in the basement. 
On the table 
were six bottles of poisoned wine. Rasputin 
drank heavily and Youssapov, who only 
pretended to drink, was astonished to ob­ 
serve that the poison had no effect ifl>on 
the monk.

Grand Duke Mitri. 
-Returning with a revolver, he found Ras­ 
putin leaning on his elbow and foaming at 
the mouth.

Ras­ 
putin came and stood by him and he fired. 
The monk fell backward with a terrible 
cry. 
A doctor was brought from upstairs. He 
examined the body and pronounced life ex­ 
tinct.

After the nationalists by force of 
arms had established their rule over the 
whole country and had even set up their 
authority in Constantinople itself and com­ 
pelled the alies to recognize the resur­ 
gence of Turkey as an accomplished fact, 
the allies could no longer hold the puppet 
Mohammed \ I on his throne and he ceased 
to be even the make-believe Sultan that he 
has been for two years or more. 
Many Sultans have been deposed, but 
this time it is not merely the Sultan but the 
Sultanate itself that goes into the discard. 
This is something new in Turkey. The Ot­ 
toman empire has been abolished and in its 
place we have “the national Turkish state” 
which will rule through the grand national 
assembly. The assembly will say who is to 
be Cáliph, and while it will confine its 
choice to the imperial family, it will choose 
whatever member of that family suits its 
convenience. 
How a democratic Turkey will get along 
remains to be seen. The general notion is 
that the Turks have to have a despot. For 
the present they will probably have one, 
no matter what the form of their govern­ 
ment, in the person of the able and effi­ 
cient Mustapha Kemal, who may try.to 
play in Turkey the part that Lenine and 
Trotzky have played in Russia. 


MR. WILSON’S LEADERSHIP. 
From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Speculation as to Woodrow Wilson’s 
probable part in the future councils of his 
party has been occasioned by the unexpect­ 
ed result of the election and stimulated by 
the speech which the 
former 
president 
made to the crowd that assembled at . 
home Saturday. 
Those followers, come to 
renew their loyalty, doubtless had inter­ 
preted the election results as a vindication 
of the Wilson principles and a call to him 
again to take command. They were there 
to congratulate Mr. Wilson on his restored 
leadership. 
In thus interpreting the elec­ 
tion results they were, in our opinion, mis­ 
taken. 
Last Tuesday’s verdict was, primarily, a 
protest against the present administration’s 
sins of commission and omission. The one 
great policy with which Mr. Wilson's name 
has become almost exclusively associated, 
namely, the League 
of Nations, did not 
figure in the campaign. Democratic candi­ 
dates did not discuss it—certainly they did 
not stress it—and in the party platform it 
was, for the most part, either omitted or 
perfunctorily indorsed. 
That was practical politics. 
The cam­ 
paign managers knew that they had plenty 
of material in the present administration’s 
record without harking back to an issue 
which, republicans have insisted, was re­ 
jected by a 7,000,000 majority. The fact is 
that it was the republicans who undertook 
to make the League of Nations an issue 
when they saw the tide of public sentiment 
running so strongly against them. 
Their 
efforts to allay the popular discontent of 
1922 by appealing to the popular discon­ 
tent of 1920 failed utterly. They were on 
trial themselves and they were unable to 
put Woodrow Wilson again on trial. 
In view of these facts, which seem to us 
obvious, just how may a demand for Mr. 
Wilson’s resumption of the leadership of 
hi3 party be read into the election results? 
The sentimental attachment of the faithful 
to a man who fell fighting and whose de­ 
portment in adversity has been marked by 
gallantry and “proud punctilio” may readi­ 
ly misread the signs of the times. It is an 
honorable, perhaps a praiseworthy error, 
too, but it ought to be accounted an error.

squadron of army planes, warned by 
remits, took thf* air and repelled the 
invaders in a desperate 
theoretical 
encounter.

In a statement issued today by B 
W. Snow of Snow* Bartlett Frazier 
Company, former assistant secretary 
of agriculture at Washington.

HARDING BUSY ON

Industry and Trade 
The industries are generally ac­ 
tive, with employment practically 
full and wages continuing to come 
into line on the higher level estab­ 
lished in September.

At this price the crop will bring 
more than the average return to 
the South and affords the basis for 
good business in that territory for 
the ensuing year.

European 
conditions have been 
the cloud 
upon the horizon ever since the 
war, and two opinions have been 
held about the probable influence 
of Europe upon our prosperity. 
One has been that European pur­ 
chases probably would decline be­ 
cause of Europe’s inability to make 
payments, and that we could not 
hope for normal conditions in this 
country 
without 
recovery 
in 
Europe; the other has been that 
Europe must of necessity take our 
principal agricultural products in 
at least as large quantities as be­ 
fore the w*ar, because of Russia’s 
disappearance as an exporter, and 
that beyond this the United States 
was sufficiently self-contained to 
get 
along 
very 
well 
without 
Europe. 
It was inevitable that our ex­ 
ports 
of 
agricultural 
products 
would decline from the war figures 
as agriculture in Europe recovered, 
although in the case of wheat they 
have been well maintained to the 
present time. 
On the whole they 
have been maintained in quantity 
above the pre-war level. 
Down to this time events appear 
to have fairly well sustained the 
view that Europe w*ould need to 
take at least as much of foodstuffs 
from us as in the pre-war years, 
and the recovery of business ac­ 
tivity this year, despite our serious 
strikes, has given support to the 
view that this country can have 
a good degree of prosperity even 
though Europe does not overcome 
its troubles. 


How Our Exports Have Been 
Paid For 
W ithout disputing the conclu­ 
sion, it may be well to point out 
that there are some uncertain fac­ 
tors in the situation. 
The doubts 
that have been expressed about the 
maintenance of our exports to E u­ 
rope have been related to the in­ 
ability of Europe to find the means 
of payment. It wfas evident that the 
heavy trade balance would have to 
be settled in some manner, prob­ 
ably to a great extent by loans or 
grants of credit of some kind, and 
it was considered doubtful whether 
they would be provided in this 
country. 
It is known now that 
these have been provided in large 
amounts. 
The total of loans and 
cfedits is not definitely known, but 
the Hon. D. R. Crissinger, Comp­ 
troller of the Currency, after get­ 
ting the best information he could 
on the subject, has estimated the 
net amount of foreign loans in 
terms of dollars floated in this 
country in the four years of 1919 
to 1922, in round figures of $2,- 
500,000,000 and the total, including 
securities payable in foreign cur­ 
rencies, at more than $3,000,000,000. 
He estimates the foreign curren­ 
cies purchased in the United States 
as representing a cost of $500,000,- 
000, and it may be mentioned in 
this connection that the New York 
World has recently conducted an 
inquiry upon this subject which 
resülted in an estimate above $900,- 
000,000 for our purchases of mark 
currency and mark securities. 
Mr. 
Crissinger’s 
figures above 
aggregate 
$3,500,000.000, 
without 
commercial credits. These he esti­ 
mates at $3,000,000,000 since Aug­ 
ust, 1914, and he estimates our 
purchases of American securities 
from foreign 
holders since that 
date at $3,000,000,000. 
Confining 
the present discussion to the post­ 
war period, without attempting to 
say what share of the commercial 
credits or purchases of American 
securities belong to this period, it 
is evident that altogether the off­ 
sets against our exports, as classi­ 
fied above, have amounted to con­ 
siderably more than a billion dol­ 
lars a year since the war. 
It is true that not all of these 


loans have beefi granted to Europe 
but once the credits are granted 
they enter into the international 
settlements and there is no knowing 
how they will be used. 
As none 
of these credits were transferred in 
the form of money it is certain that 
they were used for payments with­ 
in the country, and counted in set­ 
tlement 
of 
our favorable 
trade 
balance. 
In addition to the credits created 
by loans publicly floated in this 
country, and credits granted for 
the purchase of merchandise, an 
important amount of credits has 
been created since the war by the 
sale of property interests in this 
country of various kinds by for­ 
eign owrners. 
Finally, we have imported on 
balance large amounts of gold in 
the last two years, wrhich have 
counted in settlement of our fav­ 
orable merchandise balance. 
Our 
net imports of gold in the calendar 
year 1921 were $667,000,000. 
These credits, created in vari­ 
ous ways, although of uncertain 
amounts, are sufficiently definite 
to indicate how our exports have 
been maintained. 
The history of 
the years since the war does not 
disprove the contention that Eu­ 
rope did not have within herself 
the resources with which to main­ 
tain her normal purchases in this 
country, and that credits would 
have to be granted. 
Our Interest in Europe 
And so, looking to the future at 
this time, it will not do to simply 
say that Europe must have the 
usual quantities of our products. 
Undoubtedly they are needed, but 
they will not be taken unless set­ 
tlement can be made in some way. 
It cannot be assumed that they can 
be made indefinitely in the same 
way as heretofore. 
Although gold will continue to 
come to us, it is to be considered 
that much of tht gold that we have 
been receiving has come originally 
from the reserves of Russia, and 
that of these no great amount re­ 
mains. 
W e will get a large part 
of the new production, and, of 
course, if all other resources are 
exhausted, the reserves of Europe 
may be drawn upon for necessary 
food supplies, but the exhaustion 
of European gold reserves will not 
be something for us to view with 
equanimity. 
,3 
W e do not offer this discussion 
for the purpose of suggesting that 
European purchases are about to 
decline. W e do not think they are; 
we expect to see Europe buy large­ 
ly of our grain, meats and other 
products throughout this crop year, 
although restricting purchases as 
much as possible. It is important,* 
however, for us to realize that the) 
situation is not normal in the sense 
that our foreign trade is in bal-* 
anee and can go on in the present 
way indefinitely. 
The fact is that 
our exports have bedn financed bv 
extraordinary means. 
The sale of 
marks in this country has been as 
much a makeshift for us in finan­ 
cing our exports as for Germany 
in financing her imports. 
W e 
are 
not 
independent 
of 
Europe. 
It would be a very seri­ 
ous matter to us to have its pur­ 
chases from us decline in a con­ 
siderable degree. 
We are inter­ 
ested that political and industrial 
conditions over there shall be upon 
a settled and permanent basis. 
» 
There is reason to believe th a tj, 
in many respects industrial condi-| 
tions have made substantial ¡m-) 
provement in the last three years/ 
but the reparations question is still 
in the way of the reorganization 
of European finances on a sound 
basis. 
That the recent postpone­ 
ment of the payments to Belgium 
is not accepted as assuring a final 
settlement
